This report makes reference to the following document: 

Dl: EP-A-0 903 615 (NIPPON TELEGRAPH & TELEPHONE) , 24 
March 1999 

1. Document Dl (figure 21 and paragraph [109]) 
discloses an optical filtering component having all 
the features of the preamble of claim 1, but not the 
features of the characterising part of claim 1. 

Claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

2 . Claim 1 differs from Dl in that reflecting means are 
provided to cause the light having crossed the 
filter a first time at a first angle of incidence to 
cross the same filter a second time at a second 
angle of incidence. 



A single cavity can thus achieve a transfer function 
defined by the multiplication of two different 
transfer functions. 

Although Dl (figure 27) also shows reflecting means 
that cause the light to pass through the filter a 
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second time, there is no multiplication of two 
different transfer functions. 

Claim 1 is therefore inventive (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Claims 2 to 4 are dependent on claim 1 and are 
therefore also novel and inventive. 
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
